THE BOARD OF GUARDIANS, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. | 
Sin,—The annual task of soliciting the community to replenish the 
exhausted funds of the Board of Guardians, again falls to my lot. I feel 
how deep is the inroad I am obliged to make on your indulgence, in 
troubling you with these recurrent appeals; and I am also conscious of 
how wearisome I must have become to yonr readers; but the absolute 


necessity of the case does not allow me to refrain from pressing our annual 
demands, which we have forborne to urge as early in the season as usual, © 


in the hope of being spared the necessity of importuniug our friends. 


When I was first permitted to advocate the claims of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians in your columns, uow I regret to say many years ago, 
it was thought necessary to enlarge on the system of enquiry and on the 
method of relief which the Board had introduced, to advocate a due response 
to the calls of charity as distinguished from almsgiving, and to justify in 
several conspicuous instances the systematic refusal, as well as occasionally 
the promiscuous grant of relief. It afterwards became requisite to uphold 
the adoption of preventive measures, medical, sanitary, and industrial, as 
more efficacious than mere $ccasional doles in mitigation of the many ills 
to which poverty gives rise ; and finally in the later years of our corporate 


existence we have had to struggle for permission to utilise in the communal | 


interest, those facilities of parochial and medical relief which have 
eradually become available to the Jewish poor. one 

It is a matter of just congratulation that while the cardinal principles 
which the Jewish Board of Guardians was the first practically to inculcate, 
as indispensable to the due and regular administration of charity, have 
been so generally accepted as to have become axioms, their effect has been 
visibly apparent on the poor on whose behalf this institution exists. We 
cannot but regret that so few of our contributors are in the habit of attend- 
ing any of the relief or distributing committees. ‘They would soon become 
convinced, that varied as are the claims on us, they arise from the pressure 
of unavoidable or accidental misfortune, or still more frequently from the 
visitation of illness or death; the chronic beggar, however much he may 
annoy those who yet remain amenable to the persuasions of the begging- 
letter writer, scarcely ever frequents our oflice; while the bereaved, the 
sick, the widow, the orphan, the forlorn, and above all the industrious poor 
are frequen: and welcome claimants. 

When I consider, indeed, how great are the responsibilities which the 


Board of Guardians has assumed, or has had cast on it, and how wide is 


the circle of humanity within which its operations extend, I sometimes 
tremble at the misery which would ensue, if by an inadequate response to 
the appeal which I make, and which my colleagues actively support, any 
portion of our duty had to be abandoned or curtailed. But although we 
have had seasons of great and anxious difficulty, the communal benevolence 
has always in the end come to our aid. I have every confidence that a 
similar result will follow from the present appeal, and that our funds, now 
absolutely exhausted, will be sufficiently recruited to enable us to meet 
demands, which at all times pressing, are now more costly than ever, in 


consequence of the enhanced price of fuel and provisions, 


The festival which we shall next week commemorate was, in 
times not very long past, commemorated not only by the joyful ceremonies 


of religion, but also by special gifts of charity, twin sisters which should — 


always go hand in hand. It would be a just reproach if the custom should 
be lost; if the fraternal feeling of sympathy which knits every Jew 
together, and which both in peciods of national joy and in seasons of private 


bereavement, finds expression in the flood of generous charity, were no 


longer aroused, because that - charity is husbanded instead ot being 
squandered. It is impossible to conceive such a enntingency as this ; and 


‘though my powers as an advocate may have become effete by repeated use, 
I venture confidently to hope that the cause for which | plead may now, - 


as heretofore, command the active co-operation of all the clergy, the 


press and the laity, and the ready-sympathy and response of the com-

THE LATE REV. M. B. LEVY. 


We greatly regret to announce the death of the Rev. M. B. Levy, for 

24 years senior minister of the Western Synagogue, St. Alban‘s Place, 

Haymarket. This melancholy event took place on Sabbath morning. 

‘The reverend gentleman had been ill for some weeks, but his death appears 

to have been unexpected, as on the Sunday preceding, the Committee of 

the Westminster Jews’ Free School passed a resolution, voting a testi- 

monial to him in consideration of his long and arduous services as honorary 

secretary of that institution of which he was a zealous and usefal friend, 

and with which he earnestly identified himself.

In 1820 the Senate ordered 
the expulsion from Bremen of all the Jews who had settled there during 
the French occupation, the Jews, under the German rule not being per- 
mitted to dwell in Bremen and the immediate neighbourhood. On the 
promulgation of the harsh decree a deputation went to Frankfort-on-the- 


Maine, and requested Smidt as member for Bremen in the Federal Dict to — 


present a petition to the Diet to withdraw their decree. He received them 
cavalierly, but made them what seemed to be a promise, but which he did 
not keep. On October 2Lst of the same year, all the Jews, with the excep* 
tion of three families, who settled in the neighbourhood whilst it was under 
Hanoverian rule, were expelled from Bremen. Some time afterwards Smidt 
became Burgomaster, and the Jews reminded him of his promise. The fol- 
lowing was the answer they received: “ As Jong as my eyes are open, no 
Jew, not even a converted Jew, shall live in Bremen.” However, like 
Jules Favre, he was compelled to retract his words; for in 1849 one of his 
enemies became the first Jewish citizen of Bremen. At ie

THE SOCIETY OF HEBREW LITERATURE. 
- Wirnoovt unduly arrogating to the Jewish Chronicle merits to which it has 
no claim, it is nevertheless not too much to say that the Society of Hebrew 
Literature owed, if not its inception, at least its impetus, to the columns 


Society. It commenced under highly favourable auspices. Scholars of 
eminence rallied round the banner which it raised ; and after a delay, which 
was probably unavoidable, the first instalment of its labours was given to 

the reading public in the form of three excellent volumes, which were 
received by the critical world with satisfaction and favour. The Times, the 

Westminster Review, the Athencewm, (the critical acumen of all of which is 
unquestioned, and none of which are prone to panegyric), greeted the pro- 
ductions with praise and encouragement. At last the reproach was 
removed—the reproach that the Jews of England, living in times of great 
intellectual movement—were regardless of the vast stores of the literatur 

-of their race. On that literature they had prided themselves. When 
they were taxed with material tendencies, with mercenary and grovelling 
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whole community claimed it, 


ambitions, they pointed to the literature of their people—but heretofore 
they pointed to it in vain—for it was practically a sealed book to the mass 


of English Jews, even io the majority of those who glorified themselves — 
in their culture aud their love of the refined pleasures of knowledge. 


The task to be accomplished—the task set themselves by the pro- 
moters of the undertaking—is a heavy and serious one, For it is not 
many who hold in their hands the keys that unlock the storehous:s of our 
ancient and medixval learning—or who having the necessary knowledge, 
have also the faculty of communicating in readable English the knowledge 
they possess: Yet a band of workers gathered together, and the excellent 
manner in which their task has been thus far performed, is an earnest of 
continued and advanced iabour, and, we doubt not, continued and assured 
In those dark days when the irraption of the barbaric nations and the 
revolutions of inchoate Europe burst like a sirocco over the face of the 
earth—and in the uges succeeding, in which a new form of barbarism under 
the name of chivalry blighted the remains of the old culture ;—learning 
was swept away from almost every nation, Study fled to the cloister and

there dwelt in a mutilated and enfeebled form; but the Jews preserved | 


scholarsh‘p intact. They promoted learning; they protected philosophy 


and science; they maintained education. All this they did under serious 
difficulty. They had no home of their own to offer to exiled Knowledge, 
for they had no fatherland of their own. They had no powerful monarch 
to encourage it and extend over it an imperial egis—no Avucustus C.rsar, 
no Bernyarp of Weimar, no Mascenas, no 
oppressed and exiled, they had the “fellow feeling that makes one 
wondrous kind” for oppressed and exiled Philosophy. The world of feu- 
dalism and chivalry was no home for the sage science of the schools. But 
even in those days the treasures of their garnered learning were rich, 
numerous, and prolific. The rollof contemporary record was richly studded 
with the names of brilliant worthies. The Jews kept up the sacred fire that 
threatened to be extinguished. Their humble hands fed the flame and 
saved it from the storms—the dreary and protracted storms of the ages of 

A great intellectual movement has long stirred the heart of England. 
There is a passion for literature, a passion for education. All save the most 
material or the most mercerary are attracted to, or affect to be attracted 
by, the world of thought.

mit it and to set it forth, and thus show themselves worthy of their 
By showing that we were once a literary people, and desire to be so 
again, the Society of Hebrew Literatnre has been of almost priceless 
service. By this alone shall we gain a great position in the sphere of 
English society.

There is another consideration to which importance should be attached, 


The altered political and social circumstances of our position in this 
country have brought us, especially among the upper classes and upper 
middle classes, into more intimate amalgamation than heretofore with our 
fellow countrymen of other creeds and races. The walls of the social 
ghetto are thrown down. We enter life’s lists on equal terms with other 
combatants in the arena of the world’s action. In the lower classes and 
lower middle classes there is no danger as long as the denominational 
schools are maintained. But as such schools do not exist to any great 


_ extent, if at all, among other classes, there is some danger to our boys and 


youths from ‘ amalgamation,” wnless their pride of race be maintained. If 


they imagine themselves to belong to an inferior race there is danger of 
. their being ashamed of it, and of their abandoning if not the ancestral com- 
munity at least those institutions, ordinances and distinctive customs which 


are essential elements of its faith; and which, under Providence, have 
maintained the hallowed doctrines of that Faith through all the ages 


since first it was given to the world. But if they are proud of 


their race, they will be glad to belong to it; to be known to belong to it; | 


to obey its ordinances ; to follow its peculiar practices. This we think, is 
logical and not sentimental, and we hold it to be important. And have 
they not reason to be proud of their race? Even as Englishmen, have they 
not reason to be proud of their Jewish origin? The Norman-Englishman 
is proud of his descent from ancestors who could neither read nor write, 
and who came over in pirate ships as filibusters in the train of WiLu1am the 
Illegitimate and Illiterate. The Saxoa Englishman is proud of his descent 
from the dull, heavy, ignorant farmer who plonghed the land with oxen 
which knew as much as himself of the beauties of science and philosophy. 


The Cymric Englishman is proud of his descent from a race that lived in| 


wattle huts, with bodies painted Ashantee fashion, and worshipped idols in 
days when civilization was predominant in the Jewish home. And _ shall 
He whose ancestors have given to 


whose ancestors saved Learning—whose temple of fame contains names of 
men never exceeded in renown in any age, in any clime, in any race! Shall 
not the Jewish Englishman be proud—uot only because his ancestors defied 
the Roman before whom the Briton cowered; and drove away the Greek— 
more powerful than the Norman to whom the Saxon succumbed? Let him 
be proud for other reasons also. 


Proud that the people from whom he sprung is the people to whom belonged 


the Prince, Rasni, Inw Ezra, and Marmonipgs. 


Thus the Society of Hebrew Literature, by ad mitting Christians and Jews 
to a knowledge of all the literary world owes to the Jews, is advancing the 


interests of Judaism by offering grounds for that pride of race which it is - 
more than ever necessary to encourage among the Jews. The Society indi- — 


rectly, but not the less positively, thus performs an undoubted service for reli- 
gion. Even if at first pride of race effect in some minds what innate faith 
effects in other minds, this matters not.

| Of course it may be urged that all these things should resalt from 
Faith—one should be proud of one’s race and obedient to its ordinauces, — 
because such is Gon’s Will.. This indeed should be the controlling power, 
But men have human weaknesses, and Faith may not be given to all—or 
it may not be innate—it may be “a plant of slow growth.” It may lie 
buried in the heart, and have. to be uneirthed. It muy be a veiled light 
that has to be discovered: a tangled thread that has to be unravelled, 
All that tends to this end is good and wise. And the Society of Hebrew 
Literature is indirectly a powerful agent for the purpose. 

Nor is its least merit that it has already grouped together under 
its standard scholars like Hermann Apter, Bexiscn, SAMUEL 
Davipson, Frieptanper, Atpert Lowy, Apotra NEvBAUER, & 
nucleus of what we hope may be a yearly increasing cluster of enterprising 
labourers in the good cause of Hebrew Literature. It is a work in which 
Jews of all various shades of opivion; and Jews and Christians, as in the 
instance of the first productions of the Society ; can work and co-operate 
cordially together, ‘The encouragement of a taste for Hebrew Literature 
is @ boon to Christians as well as Jews. ‘Ihe interests of religion will also 
assuredly be served by opening up to the Jew the great commentaries on 
the books of his creed, so that he may have what is so desirable—an 
intelligent comprehension of his Faith :—and Heaven be praised—Judaism 
will never suffer from the light of day ! | 

It would indeed be 4 triumphant consnmration if the Society should 


foster a taste for Hebrew Literature, so that other scholars of this generation 


and the rising generation should be led to like exertions; not only to 
intellectual appreciation, but to emulation, su that Hebrew scholarship 


might reckon its hundreds of votaries among the Jews of English-speaking 


races, And thus, as Minerva sprung from the brain of Zeus, new and young 
wisdom might arise from the mighty wisdom of the great men of old. The 
fires of Hebrew literature may have Jong smouldered, but they bave not 
been extinguished, Perhaps, phanix-like, they are destined to rise again, 
snd again illnmine the earth. 

We learn with deep regret—we had almost said with shame—that 
funds are needed to‘enable the Society to carry ont its admirable objects. 
This would not be to the credit of our community if it were not at once 
remedied, In such a community, though not so rich as it is the fashion of 
non-Jews to believe, surely it cannot be difficult to raise a few hundreds to 
meet the exigencies of the movement.

—and its work could not be accomplished if it were not for the unparalleled

The Treasurer brought up the usual financial statement, showing 
that the surplus funds in hand were just adequate to meet the expenditure 
till the end of the month. It was resolved to solicit the press to give 
currency to the position of the funds, and to canvass for support for the 


current winter in the usual manner, |

AND WASHHOUSES 


A crowded meeting in aid of the movement for reopening the Whitechapel 
Baths and Washhouses in Goulston Square, was held at the Jews’ Infant School, 
on Thursday evening, the 4thinst. The Rev. Canon Kinastry occupied the chair. 


Apologies for non-attendance were announced from the Rev. Dr. Adler and the 
Rev. Dr. Artom. | | 


The CHAIRMAN, in opening the proceedings, expressed the pleasure it gave 
him to come to a region that was comparatively unknown to him, he regretted 
to say, and especially to meet those present in a Jewish school-room. Referring 
to the object of the meeting, he said that his first impressions of the value’ of 
water were drawn from the inestimable and ever young fountain of the

He said that the first legis- 


tion and purification were the means of ensuring cleanliness of mind and body, 


- Among the greatest remains of the civilisation of the ancient Greeks and Romans 


were large baths and washhouses. It was well known that many of his most 


respected friends belonged to the poorer class; and he asserted that poverty 
could create no difference between man and man. He did not sympathize less 
with a man who possessed thousands than with the unfortunate man shut up in 
a garret. Persons in poverty or the reverse of rich had not those means which 
the rich had at their disposal for the comforts of life; therefore when we saw 
the houses in which the poor had resided, it was a wonder tbat the rooms were 
kept so clean as they were. One of the difficulties to which the poor were 
accustomed were bad dwellings. He hoped that the Legislature would soon 
make it penal to house people in places perfectly unfitted for dwelling. One of 
the great effects of these infamous houses, for infamous they were, was the 
defective supply of water ; and though recent legislation had improved this 
want, much was still left to be done. With regard to the non-supply of water 
to the poor on Sunday, Mr. Mocatta said there could be no greater privation than 


to make the poor go without water on that day. Some persons alleged that the — 


poor were a dirty set, and that it was impossible to get them clean. Dirty some 
might be ; but they were only so through force of circumstances ; and the only 
means of doing away with this was by giving the poor the opportunity of washing 
and being clean. He was quite certain therefore that when the Baths and 
Washouses were rehabilated and restored, they would enjoy an enormous custom. 
Having fully dilated on the benefits likely to accrue from the Baths, as well as 
the Washhouses, Mr. Mocatta concluding by seconding the resolution, which 
was adopted. 

Mr. H. A. Isaacs C.C. moved : “ That a special effort be made to collect large 
and small subscriptions in the neighbourhood to carry out this desirable object.” 


He said that he did not doubt the motion would be carried in that room, but his 


desire was that it should be carried much further. In expressing this hope, he 
had in mind persons possessing property in that district ; and through that great 
institution, the Press, he would remind these people what their duty was. ‘ihe 
district was largely populated by small traders. He knew the neighbourhood 
well, and knew that none were so ready to help the poor as those but one shade 
removed from poverty. An appeal should be made to that class, to whom appeals 
for charity were never made in vain. Referring to a charge made by Lord 
Fitzmaurice against the Corporation of London, with regard to their non-inter- 
ference in this and other sanitary measures, Mr. Isaacs said that the Corporation 
had not been unmindful of its duty. He had had the privilege to place a motion 
on the agenda of the Common Council for that body to contribute 100 guineas 


in aid of the re-opening of the baths and wash-houses, There was little need for 


him to make a speech on the subject, but he had made a mistake ; he should 
have asked for 200 guineas instead of 100. He promised that should assistance 
be again wanted when the baths were once re-opened, he would make another 

appeal to the Corporation, and he had. no doubt 1¢ would be answered in the same 
way as his first appeal. | 


The motion was seconded by Mr. Arrutvr LANGDALE, and carried unani- 


mously. | | 

The Rev. Dr. HERMANN ADLER moved : “That a deputation be appointed to 
wait upon the vestries of Whitechapel and adjacent parishes, to ask their active 
co-operation in re-opening the: baths and wash-houses, and putting them in proper 
order.” ‘The Rev. Doctor expressed to the meeting the sincere interest taken in 
the movement by his father, the Chief Rabbi, and after alluding to the better 
feeling at present existing between Christian Clergymen and Jewish Rabbis, than 
in former times, he said that he felt sure the objects of the’ meeting were 
not less beneficial in their character than the Hospital Sunday movement. Since 


prevention was better than cure, it was better to assist in warding off disease | 


than to contribute to. those institutions whose objects were to relieve malady. 
He was sorry to see from the donation lists that, with afew noble exceptions, 
many wealthy members of his own community were conspicuous by their 
absence. There was no need for him to remind them of the stress laid by our 


faith on cleanliness. The Lord commanded Moses to tell the people to sanctify 


themselves and wash their clothes, in order to teach them that cleanliness pre- 
ceded godliness : for God’s pure word could rest only in a pure body In former 
times synagogues were erected on the banks of running streams ; and in the 
‘Talmud, it was stated to be improper to live in towns not provided with suitable 
baths, When he last spoke in that room it was on the subject of cleanliness. 
He thought it was wrong to preach tothe poor and not enable them to carry out 


their duty. All persons of means in that district, and especially the Jewish com- 


munity, should contribute towards the work he advocated ; whilst the clergy 


should apply the clerical lancet to bleed the people freely. With regard to the 
action of vestries in this and similar undertakings, he said that want of cleanli- 
ness led not only to crime, but also to disease. It was therefore better to con- 
tribute £100 towards this object than to contribute thousands towards the 
maintenance of prisons, workhouses, hospitals, and boards of guardians. It was 
better to stop evil at its very root. But he would place the matter on higher 
ground ; that of Jove for our fellow creatures. The baths conferred a great 
boon equally on Jews and Christians, and we had no right to withhold good 
from our flesh and blood, when, to use the words of Scripture, it was in our 
power to doso. He trusted that the baths and washhouses when re-opened, 
would meet with success and with the Divine blessing resting on them.

JUDAISM AS 


A MISSIONARY FAITH. 
The following letter appears in Friday’s Ti ves : 
Professor Max Miiller, in his lecture at Westm’ ster Abbey on Intercession 


Day, made, as reported in your columns, some ref: ence to the Jews, on which 


with your permission, I should like to offer a few. marks. I wish to do so int 


oi @iys, you contribute so largely that I feel sure you would not allow it know- 
ingly to be obscured by any statement to which your widely-read pages might 
have given currency. “Omitting all merely speculative opinons, shail coming 
The Professor ranks Judaism with the non-missionary religions. Asa fact, 
this no doubt is true in our days. There are rabbinical sayings, with which I 
do not want to trouble you, which point in the direction of the lecturer's state— 
ment ; and the actual forms prescribed by the Synagogue for the admission of 
proselytes are certainly such as show that she is not very anxious to make co :- 
verts. But such was not always the case.. From the Gospels we know that 
Pharisaical zeal at one time was not deterred by the perils of the sea whe: there 
was a chance ot making a proselyte. As a matter of fact, it is known that at 
the time when Christianty arose there was a considerable nuinber of prose vies 
in the cities of Asia Minor, Greece, and even Rome. One of the Maccabean 
Kings converted the Edomites at the point of the sword. The Talmu| several 


fimes makes mention of the pious Queen Helena, of Adrabene, and ier son 


Monabas, proselytes, who lived about the time of the destruction of th» second 
Temple. We do not know exactly how they were converted. But it is clear 
that where there are proselytes there must have been proselytizers, (‘Tae history 
of Arabia records the name of a native dynasty reigning in Ye nen, con-- 
verts to Judaisin, the last of which, not very long before the birth of Mahomed, 
drew upon himself, by his conversionist zeal, the eninity of the Christian ruler 
of Abyssinia, which proved as disastrous to the Jewish kingdom as to its fanatic 
prince. Again, in the 8th or 9th century (1 write from memory, and have no 
book of reference at hand) a King of the Chazars, es'ablished on the shores of 
the Caspian Sea, was converted to Judaism. The example of Bulan (this was 
the name of the convert) was followed by his Court, nearly .all his nobles, and 
a laree portion of the general population, His dynasty continued to reign 
for several centuries, Judaisin being the established religion of the country. 
Contemporary Arab and Byzantine historians bear testimony ‘to the power and 
prosperity of the kingdom of the Chazars, It is even believed by many that 
the numerous Sabbatnitti (Keepers of the Sabbath) in the interior of Russia, who 
to this day profess Judaism (although this, I believe, is ignored by the law) 
are descendants of the converted Chazars. In the J//seellany, published by the 


Society of Hebrew Literature, noticed in your columns some time ago, may be- 


found a translation of the letters passed between Chisdai, Minister of the Spanish 


Khalif Abderrahman II1., and Joseph, King of the Chazars, the genuineness of |
